7. He found generally that the harvest had been good, and the condition of the people 
was satisfactory, THe inspected the moon- 
Schools, Diliturin, | Paliestations, * sifls’ courts, police stations, distilleries, 
and various schools noted in the margin. 
In his communications with the zemindars 
he endeavoured to induce them to take 
better measures for the preservation of 
Hognwonie. their forests. ‘They all appeared willing to 
take his advice, but Mr, Clay does not 
place much reliance on their promises, or indeed on their power to inaugurate preservative 
measures, and strongly advocates legivlative action in the matter. He notes there are 
considerable tracta in Mannbboom wire the soil is mnsuited for cultivation, but on whieh 
nevertheless sll grows luxariantly when pormitted to live but this is rarely the ease, Tt is 
only in forests in the remotest parts of the district that. good timber is still found,

18. Leokarduggah.—During the year under review the weather in Chota Nagpore Proper 
was on the whole seasonable, ‘Che register of rainfall kept at the Dorundah cantonment 
shewed 52°56 infthes, whilst that kept by the civil surgeon at Ranchee gave 36°92 inches only, 
‘This great difference in the rainfall at the two places, only two miles apart, is supposed to arise 
from civil surgeon's rain-guage having Leen out of order. A new one has heen recently 
supplied. ‘The rainfall in the Palamow sub-divisiop is tqported to be rather above the average, 
and this caused a good deal of damage to the rubbce crop, though at the same time it’ was 
beneficial tb the khurreef. 

14, The health of the people of Chota Nagpore Proper was much the samo as usual. 
Fever and small-pox appeared in certain parts of the district, but not to any very great extent. 
In tho sub-division the general health of the people wus vory indifferent. Cholvra broke out 
in April and raged virulently till the month of August, The civil surgeon at the head. 
quarters was deputed to render assistance, but mortality was severe, Fever and small-pox 
were also prevalent at certain times of the ycar, and towards the close of it cholera broke out 
again; but the village in which it first appeared was isolated by the sub-divisional officer, and 
thus the disease could not spread, and eventually died away. The peoplo were still suffering 
from the scarcity which had fallen over them during the preceding year, und honce they were 
the more disposed to take disease ; but they got over the scarcity by the end of August, when 
the khurreef crop was reaped, and are now rapidly recovering themselves. 
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Ws. Hazareebaugh.—Colonel Boddam reports that the weather in his district was on the 
whole favorable. The rainfall, though somewhat below the average, was seasonable, and the 
ont-turn of crops, both rubbee and khurreef, was generally a fall one, The public health 
during the year is reported to bo particularly good. 

16. Maundsoow.—The weather in this district is reported to havo been generally 
seasonable, and though in some parts of the district a deficiency of rainfall was complained 
of, the depuly gommissioner estimates the out-turm of paddy to have been a 12-anna crop 
throughout his distriet, and by this he means a fair average crop; as he explains that what 
he regards as a G-anna crop is something unusually plentifal when lands of allesinds yield 
abundantly. The rubbee is well reported of, but the mowah crop was rather below the 
average, thongh not seriously de! . 

17. Fever, chole 











are endemic diseases of this district, 4nd broke out 
during the year under review in their usual but not in. their serious epidemic Yorm, though of 
the last-mentioned disease there were one or two rather sharp outbreaks, attle-pox or 
gootee was prevalent as usual, but if was not of that dangerous type in which it appears in 
‘Assam and Lower Eastern Bengal 

18. In the Govindpore sub-di 














vision the public health is reported to have been on the 
whole good. ‘There were two or three outbreaks of small-pox during the, year, but the 
casualties from them were not very great. One or two uted cuses of cholera were reported, 
but Captain Lowis doubts if they were real cholaya cuses, Several sharp outbreaks of cattle 
plague uceurred in the sub-division, and carried off a good many head of cattle. ‘ 
oH ingbhoow.—Thv deputy commissioner notes the approximate mean temperature of 
his head-quartere to have been $5°, and the rainfall 56°, and reports the general health of the 
district to be good. Measles, chicken-pox, and cholera, appeared in their mild form, and fever 
was prevalent in the town of Chyebassath. 
20, Referring to the Government: orders No, $35 of the 22nd June 1869, all the 
district offic is division express their inability to bring to notice a single instance in 
which a zemindar distingnished himself by organizing means calenlated to improve the health

21. Loharduggak.—The charitable dispensary at Ranchee continues to be well supported 
by the residents, and to be of great use to the poor clusses. A subscription list has been 
opened during the year for the-erection of a new building, and up to date about Rs. 1,500 
have been raised, “A new and a better site has been secured for the institution, and it is hoped 
that the building will be commenced and completed in the next cold weather. 

2. The institution at the head-quarters of the Palamow sub-division is reported to be 
progressing favorably, and to be much appreciated ; Imt Mr. Forbes complains bitterly of the 
manner in whieh it is supplied with European medicines, and observes that the eredit of the 
institution bas suflered materially in consequence. "lhe number of in-door patients throughout 
the year was 59, and that of out-door 571; the daily average of the former being 45 and 
of the latter 6. 

23. Mazerechangh.—The Hazarecbaugh dispensary is reported to be progressing sutise 
factorily, and to bo much appreciated by ‘the natives.” An additional ward has been added 
to the institution for reveption of females, and a room has been provided, in which operations 
may be performed out of sight of the other patients. 

24. The Burhee dispensary is progressing well, but fonds are wanted for the erection of 
a few out-oflices that much needed, a 

26. Maunéhoom.—A very handsome and commodious hospital and dispensary has now 
been completed at Purulia. ‘The institution is well managed by a zealous committee, and 
well supported hy the principal residents of the place und zemindare, and appreciated by the 

cople. 
© Po. Singthoom.—The only charitable institution in this district is the Government 
charitable dispensary at the head-quarters. The admissions in 1869 were 1,922, of whom 
1,689 were cured, 104 ceased to attend, § ‘ied, and 31 romained in hospital. 
IV.—Tea, Corrue, &c., Curtivation. 


- 27. The year under report appedtes toshave been exceedingly discouraging to the pros- 
pects of the tea planters in this division, and this is the more unsatisfactory; as for other 
produce the season was not unfavorable, The extreme aridity of the air throughout April and 
May 1869, and almost total absence of the north-westers that generally occur in those monthe, 
most unfavorably affected the tca plants. Mr. Waller, in charge of the Palandoo plantations 
near Ranchee, says—* The tea plants were so crippled in consequence of such weather, that 
amongst many of the plants it required a month of the rains, others again fifteen days before 
they produced flushes ;” but the rains continuing pretty evenly after this till October, the 
eventual yicld in Mr. Waller’s plantation was above his estimate; but he is unable to speak 
encouragingly of his prospects for the current year, and comes to the conclusion that the soil 
and climate are unsuited to tea. 

28, The report of Mr. H. Stainforth’s operations is not more satisfactory. He says 
the present season has been very adverse to the tea plant from want of rain, and-he has deter 
mined on not extending his cultivation until tho nature of the soil has been changed by 
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liberal supplies of manure, without which the tea plant cannet produco leaf as if should, or 
prove remunerative. 

29. Lhave very little information regarding the Hazarecbaugh tea plantations, Colonel 
Boddam, the deputy commissioner, states— There is no increase in number of tea plantas 
tions in the district, nor of the area under tea cultivation. The out-turn in each plantation 
was below the estimate, and in each from the same cause, viz., the hot winds causing the 
leaves to shrink up and drop off, and thus throwing k the flushes. ‘This is an evil which 
cannot be remedicd, and which, I féar, will always prevent a tea plantation in this district 
being a vory profituble speculation, or even a paying investment.” 

30. Tn regard to the coffee, it will probably soon evase to be sven here, except in a few 
private gardens, 











V.—AxnuaL Fans. 


31. Two annual fairs are held in this division during the wld weather—one at Chootea, 
in the Loharduggah district, the other at Chyebassah, the head-quarters of Sinzbhoom. 

32. Tho last Chootea fair commenced on the 7th Pebraary, and ended on the 5th 
March following. It was not well attended this time hy the native chiefs from the ‘Tributary 
Mehals. It was a great year for marriages, and the zemindars of the larg ates are now 
chiefly minorr; consequently the sale of urticles was not so large The total 
estimated value of all the articles brought to the fair was about Ry. 1,56,750, and the value 

sol the articles sold may be approximately siated to be Its. 28,600. The largest dealings were 
in cloth, brass utensils, coral, carpets, and spices. With the eption of about a thousand 
young buffaloes, no other cattle were brought to the fair, Py to the amount of Rs. 335 
were given to those who possessed the best. specimens of the articles brought.

36. Undor this heading I noticed in my general Feport for last year the excitement in 
the Lohardugguh district on the land tenure question, ayd the measures that had heen adopted 
by the Government. of Bengal to remove the grounds gf dissatistaction that caused this excite- 
ment. I have now before me 2 statement shewing the Work done by the special commissioner 
under the Chota Nagpore Land Tenure Act during the Year ending 3ist, March last. 

37. One pergunnah, Lodimah, has been {, and the final demarcation, mapping, 
and registration of the peculiar tenures in ¢ qvompleted. In 41 villages of other 
pergunnahs the investigation and demareation of the Apldings are complete, and final registra- 
tion is in hand. In 42 villages all disputes have been deci the holdings have been defined 
and surveyed, but, not yet mapped ; in 67, disputed chsuhs are still under ‘investigation. ‘The 
above gives the number by villages. The number of céaims instituted was $58, and 405 have 
been wholly disposed of. 

38, Considering how carefully every claim has to be investigated, and the number of 
stages each @asc has to go through, we must not “txpoct very rapid progress; and it is 
calculated that at the above rate the enqniry could not. MBycomploted in less than ten years. 
‘The appointment of another special commissioner from te commencement of the next field 


season has, 1 believe, heen determined on. 
39. Though only one length of the wor has at“Jane ins year and iwoare sblige’ 


to tarn a deaf ear to petitiois from all sides Tor the special commissioner to investigate cases 
out of the tract allotted to him, there can be no doubt that the object has been attained of a 
very great abatement of the excitement on the subject. On the part of zemindars, I have 
heard of no objections to the provisions of tho bill, or generally, as to the result of the 
investigations. ‘The people would have preferred a bill for the registration of all lands, and 
are disappointed when they find their efforts to bring ancient, alienations and evictions within 
the scope of the Act are frustrated ; but on the whole, considering the extravagance of their 
pretensions al starting, they are more content than I thought they would have been.

41, The Lohardugga return shews considerable increase in deaths by suakes and wild 
animals and from fali from trees, whilst the statements from the other three districts shew 
a satisfactory decrease in the number of cusualties from wild animals. In Singbhoom the 
inercase is only in suicides ; the unhappy propensity of the people to resent the slightest insult, 
of imputation by putting an end to their own existence still continuing. The deputy 
commissioner notes amongst the cases one in which a wife poisoned herself because her hus- 
band reproved her for being untidy, and another, in which 2 woman could not survive being 
asked to feed her child. 

42. The large rewards we are now giving to those who kill destructive wild animals has 
given an impetus to the shikaris that already tells on these returns. There is a sensible 


lecreage in mortality from this cause in all the districts except Loharduggah.

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Annual General Report of the Burdwan Division for 1869-70.

T nave the honor to submit the ammal general report of this division for 











. the year 1869. ‘The submission of thit report has 
Howralt “ been much delayed in consequence of the non- 
Meouify recvipt of the district reports, whichonly came to 
Heerbhoau hand in a complete form on the dates noted in the 
Denon Tie J Margin. : 





2. Wecthar—The Magistrate of Bancoorah has 
submitted a detailed report under this head from the civil medical officer of the district, from 
which it appears that the total rainfall during Uhe year was 50°G inches ; there being a decrease 
of 10°65 inches ox the rainfall of the previons year. The raivs commenced on the 9th June and 
terminated on the 21st October. The mean temperatnre in JS69 was 76-9 against 79°58 of 
the previous year, On the 8th of October a slight cyclone occurred at Baneoorah, doing some 
inconsiderable injury to the town, but the crops suffered very little from ity effects. 

3. The Magistrate of Beerbhoom reports that during the year under report the weather 
was seasonable, the hol mouths much as usnak aud the 1S copious, lasting till the 20th 
October. The total rainfall during the year was 76°8 inches against 41 of the previous year. 

4, In Burdwan tlic all seems to have been fairly distributed throughout the year. 
The town of Burdwan and its immediate neighbourhood suffered a good deal for want of rain 
from the 11th to the 24th June, and also throughout Jaly. ‘The rains, however, lasted till the 
8th October, on which date nearly five inches of rain fell. No rain fell after that date. The 
Magistrate reports that on the 9th June a cyclone | over the district, doing some damage 
to cutcha buildings, but in other respects no harm was done. The total rainfall in the district 
was only 39-9 inches against DY inches of the previous year—a fact in itself yery significant, 

5. The Mavistrate of Hy ghly states that there was a want of rain throughout the 
district ill the middle of Septon!t Bul this seems tu be seareely correct, as a reference to 
the register of rainfall shows that in June there were 14-6 inches of rain, and in July more 
than 15 inches of rain registered. In the distriet there wasas much want of rain generally as 
in Burdwan ; the total rainfall being 55-7 against 111 inches of the previous year, 

6. The Magistrate of Ho serves that there was nothing unusual to be reported 
under this head, From the reg infall it would, however, scem that there was a consi- 
derable difference in the rainfall during the months of Junc, July, August and September ; 
being 17, 114, 6 and 10 inches respectively against 30, 14, 25 and 21 inches of 1868. 

7 Inthe district of Midnapore the weather duriug the year was generally mild. 
There was a want of rain during June aud July, and for a short time anxicty was felt about 
the prospe harvest. Phe di visited by aheavy gale on the 7th October, 
but no material damage was caused by it. The rainfall during the year amounted to 40:1 
inches agajnst 68 inches of the pections year; the greatest quantity of@ruin on any one 
day being 2°9 inches on the 134th July. The contrast is marked between the total rainfall in 
June and August of this and the previous year ; being 4 and 2 inches in 1869 against 22 
ay 20 inches in 1868. ‘Che highest temperature in the shade during the year was 99° and the 
lowest, 59". ‘ ‘ 

8. Crops.—The Magistrate of Bancdorah states that the outturn of the ‘rice crop 
was higher than that of the preceding year. It was about a 14-anna crop. ‘The sugarcane 
and rubbec crops, although good, were less in quantity than in the last year, owing to the 
want of rain from October. 

9. In Beerbhoom the erops are said to have been very good owing to the plentiful 
ralns. 

10. The Magistrate of Burdwan reports that the state of the crops wes favorable; the 
average outturn being more than 12 anuas in the case of the ous crop, and about 12 annas 
in the case of the amun crop, except iv and about the town of Burdwan, where the produce 
scarcely came up to the gencral average. 

11. In the district of Hooghly the crop suffered at times from want of rain, but on the 
whole the harvest was not a bad one. Irom the reports received, the Magistrate thinks that 
the crops were about threc-fourths of an average crop in the sudder sub-division, below an 
average crop in the Scrampore sub-division, and a good average crop in the Jehanabad sub- 

ivision, 

12. In Howrah the rice crop of the district was plentiful. The ordinary pulses were 
produced in fair proportion, and there was also a good yicld of sugarcane. The vegetable 
market during the year was well supplied and cheap. 

13, In Midnapore the harvest was slightly injured by the drought in some parts, tho 
upper or high-land crops having been indifferent. ‘The low-land crops, however, were about 
the average, and there was ecrtainly nothing approaching to distress. ‘ 

14, Public health.—With reference to public health in Burdwan and Hooghly, separate 
reports were submitted to Government—vide this office letters Nos. 80T and 209T, dated 
respectively the 7th February and 4th April last,

15. The health of the district of Bancoorah was good. The epidemic fever, which bad 
raged at Sonamookhy and other places in the district, had disappeared. Cholcra was rare, and 
small-pox almost absent. 

16. In Beerbhoom there was a good deal of fever during the year, purticularly in the 
eastern and south-eastern parts of the district. The Magistrate states that at first there 
were some reasons to apprehend that this fever was similar to the epidemic fever of Burdwan 
and Hooghly. The civil surgeon, however, doubts its identity with that diseasc. There were 
some scattered cases of cholera in the district, but there was no small-pox of »ny importance. 

17. »In Howrah, the only places where sickness to an unusual extent prevailed for some 
time were the police jurisdictions of Amta and Juggutbullubpore. At both these places 
remittent fever was very prevalent in November last, though not in an epidemic form ; but it 
gradually disappeared in the course of three weeks. One or two eases of cholera were reported 
at Bagnan towards the close of the ycar, but the discase appeared only in a sporadic form. 

18. The Magistrate of Midnapore reports that with the exception of one outbreak of 
small-pox, and some sporadic cholera cases, no special sickness prevailed during the year in 
the district. The cases of cholera were not numerous or severe in type; small-pox was very 
general in the district ; but a great deal of it was caused by injudiciously conducted inocula« 
tion. It is gratifying to learn that vaccination is coming very much into favor. ‘The Magis- 
trate was informed that at Turlook it had obtained the credit of stopping an epidemic, and 
he hopes that in a few years the prejudice against it will expire. 

19. Public charities, Bancoorah.—Thert no institutions to be classed under this 
head except the charitable hospitals at Bancoorah and Ranecgunge, which do considerable 
good, and are deserving of more public support than they receive, a very large proportion of 
their patients being pilgrims to and from Juggernath. 

20. In Beerbhoom there are no public charities execpt the charitable dispensary at 
Soory. It is miserably supported, and would perish but for the contributions of the Euro-

‘The institu- 
tion, though in its infancy, enjoys the confidencg of the people resorting to it. 

24. The Biddabatty’ charitable mpenary in charge of a Bengalee class native 
doctor, Pooro Chunder Banerjec. The civil surgeon ond the attendance good, and reports 
that the dispensary is appreciated by the people. 

25. Of the Dwarbashinee charitable dispensary it js said that the attendance is good. 

26. The Emambarah hospital isin charge ofa Ist grade graduate of the Medical 
College, sub-assistant surgeon Necl Madhub Mookerjcc, of 25 years’ standing in the service, 
receiving a salary of Rs. 200 per mensem. The institution is deservedly popular, and is 
under the immediate control and inspection of the civil surgeon. 

27. No detailed reports have been received regarding the Serampore and Ooterparah 

or Rate dispensarics, but tho Scrampore institution was

their being able to make good the grant of Rs. 5,000 promiscd to the native hospital 
committee. The schemes for opening two charitable dispensaries, one at Howrah, for the 
exclusive benefit of natives, and the other at Bagnan on the Midnapore high road, are in 
progress, and have formed the subject of a special correspondence. (Vide this office letter 
No, 196, dated 18th November 1868.) 

29. Inthe district of Midnapore anew charitable hospital has becn established at 
Ruthgora by the Rajah of Mysadul for the bencfit of the surrounding villages, as reported in 
this office letter No. 56, dated Sth March 1869. . 

30. Public feeling —In Bancoorah there is nothing particular to notice except that the 
Magistrate states that the poople are fully persuaded that tho preparations for the coneus of 
1871 are made with the view of increased taxation. ‘ 

$1. In Beerbhoom the Magistrate reported that the people of the district were gene- 
rally dissatisfied with the income tax. On being calledon to explain this more fully, the

From J. W. Datryspre, Esq., Commissioner of the Bhaugu)pore Division, to the Secretary 
to the Goyeriiment of Bengal in the Judicial Department,—(No. 72, dated Bhaugul- 
pore, the 7th July 1870.) 

ave the honor to submit copies of thé administration reports of the municipalities of 

this division for the year 1869-1870, as well as statements of their receipts and disbursements 

during that period. 

2. Bhaugulpore.—The chairman's report shows that much attention has been paid to 
municipal matters during the year, and both the present chairman and his predeccesor 
Mr. Money are entitled to commendation on that account. I am of opinion that as much is 
being done for the town as the state of the funds and the great. cxtent of the town permit. 

3. Monglyr—The Monghyr Municipality has likewise been well administered. ‘The 
present chairman, Mr. Barlow, like his predecessor Mr. Palmer, is most energetic in looking 
after the town, and there is happily no longer anything to complain of regarding non- 
attendaneo at meetings by the other commissioners. 

4. Purneck,—1 am glad to be able to report an improved s\ of things in the Parneah 
Municipality. Many wore meetings have been held this year than formerly, and I found that 
the newly-appointed sub-committee had taken much interest in its business, The cutcha 
roads are in an unsatisfactory state, but this is no doubt to a considerable extent attributable 
to the sandy nature of the soil. I tnink that the chairman deserves commendation for the 
attentiqn he has paid 10 the remarks of Government made on last, year’s annual report. 
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From V. Tayior, Esg., Chairman of the Municipality, Bhaugulpore, to the Commissioner of 
the Bhangulpore Division,—(No. 26, dated Bhangulpore, the 11th May 1870.) 

I wave the honor herewith to submit tho antual administration report of the municipal 
commissioners during the past ycar 1869-70. 

2. The total income of the present year has been shown as Rs. 88,479, against Rs. 89,755 
as shown for the year 1868-69 ; or u decrease of Rs. 1,276, ‘The balance outstanding at the 
close of the year (all of which is reported recoverable) amounts to Rs. 8,342, as against Rs. 8,952 
outstanding at the close of the previous year. The chief items of decrease are in the items, 
of—irst, ferry collections, which show a decrease of Rs. 3,099; pound collections, a decrease of 
Re. 408 ;,fines under the Act and bye-laws, 1 decrease of Rs. 738. The chief items of increase 
are license fees on hackeries, which were not imposed last year, amounting to Rs, 8,769, and 
icenses for wood-godowns, showing an increase of Rs. 95. Cause of decrease in ferry collec. 
Itions appears to be that in 1868-69 arrears of 1867-68 were collected to the amount of over 
Re. 2,000, 

3. My predecessor, in forwarding his last annual report, remarked that the charges of 
establishment have been out of all proportion to its income, and arrangements were effected by 
him, which reduced the total cost of the establishment by Rs. 2,500. ” 
ns Lig oerreny establishment for the year under report cost Rs. 3,480, as against 

. 8,268. 


4 
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‘The road establishment cort Rs. 3,896, ns against Re, 4,188. The general charges have beon 
elightly decreased. The metalling of roads cost Rs. 5,381, as against Rs, 5,866; and the 
maintenanee of the police has cost Rs. 8,576, aguing: Re. 9,032. 

4, Roads, as remarked in the preceding paragraph. The remetalling (exclusive of smaller 
repairs) of roads cost Rs. 5,381, against Re. 5,866. In the preceding year one road was 
undertaken by my predecessor ata heavy cost, and stone was used in place of kunkur. The 
contract was never properly completed, and the road.is as bad as any in the station. I would 
draw attention to my predeccssor’s report of last year, wherein he wrote that great difficulty bas 
been experienced in the consolidation of metalled roads for want of water. Water here is only 
obtainable from wells of great depth, and their absence sometimes ut the siteof worke,ocsasions 
additional labour. This matter the municipal commissioners have taken action on, and il is 
intended to expend some of the funds of the municipality in sinking a few: wells'at. properly 
selected sites, and in enleavouring 10 utilize some of the existing dried up wells, Without a 
good supply of water to make a road, or keep a road in order at Bhaugulpore, is simply so 
much mouey thrown away; and the commissioners have already ordered two water-carte to 
commence with on one of the heavy roads of the station. At the close of 1870-71 the 
commissioners hope to be able to report reat progress in this matter. , 

5. Conservancy. — Four additioval latrincs have been constructed during the year. Addi- 
tional carts have been purchased to keep the town clean, but the sweepers are not safficient 
in number to keep the interior of the villages of which the municipality is composed in- a 
proper state of cleanliness. It is useless writing on so difficult a subject. ‘The money cannot 
all be spent for any single purpose, and to reduce the large extent of ground within the muni- 
cipality to what a clean and healthy town ought to be, would require more than all the muni- 
cipal funds annually. 


6. My predecessor last year remarked :— The eystem of manuring land with latrine 
poudrette has been introduced this year, Ten beegahs of land have been taken up for this 
purpose. ‘The cultivation of the land has not, yet commenced, but it is expected that a fair 
profit. will acerne from this system. The land has not us yet been cultivated ; the ground is 
very hard, and great difficulty has been experienced in getting the mchters to dig it deep 
enough to eusure proper disposal of the uight-soil. Complaints have arisen, but: the commis 
sioners have insisted on the work being properly done.” 

7. The commissioners, wishing to put a stop to the disgusting and unhealthy practice of 
harying corpses anywhere and at any depth, decided that the provisions o! sections 78 and 79 
of Act IIT. of 1864, and the corresponding bye-laws, should be strictly enforced. ‘This was not 
carried without some opposition ; but. spots were during the year selected as proper sites for 
burying-grounds, and the chairman is endeavouring to come to'some amicable arrangements with 
the owners thereof regarding the purchase. 1 have very little doubt that, eventually upplien- 
tion will have to be made to take the Jand for public purposes according to law. Until these 
barying-grounds are provided by the commissioners, but little can be done to prevent the con- 
tintance of the present. system. I hope that this design of the majority of the commissioners, 
if introduced judiciously, quietly, and firmly, will be the means of accomplishing a very 
important and much-ueedéd sanitary measure. 

8. The office of chairman was beld from April to August by Mr. W. J. Money, c.s.1., 
from Ist to 80th September by Mr. A. C. Brett, and from the 1st October to 3lst March 
by Mr. V.'T. Taylor. The greater part of my incumbency was during the cold weather, when 
I was absent in the interior of the district. I was unable therefore to attend to municipal work 
as much as I otherwise would have done.

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10. At the end of the year the vice-chairman resigned. hia appointment both as vice- 
chairman and. member, This 1s a matter of some regret, as he took great interest in his duties. 
Moalvy Syud Ushrut Ally also has taken great interest, in the affairs of the town, and has 
done a good deal of work, but is not likely to overcome the prejudices he uow holds on some 
matters. Baboo Surdharee Lall, though very recently appointed, will evidently become a most 
useful member of the others. Mr. J. DaCosta, Baboo Soorjce Narain Sing, and Baboo Brij 
Mohun Titacoor, are pleaders, and are probably unwilling to endanger the interests of their 
clients by attending the meetings as often as they might otherwise do. Moulvy Woheed- 
ooddeen is jwige of the small cause court. 


11,_ In conclusion, I must express my opinion that from various circumstances the 
Bhaogulfore Municipality is a very difficult one to manage. Reports as previously made can 
be recorded again in support of this assertion. ‘The great strazuling length of the town, the 
number of branch roads, the deficient water-supply, the crumbling nature of material used 
(kunkur) in repairs, extensive traffic of carts, und the poverty of the municipality, are all 
causes for the bad roads. : 

1 There are great evils in the station itself. “To improve Bhaugulpore would cost pro- 
bably ten times ss much as the fee simple of the whole place is worth.” Any idea of drainage 
is almost hopeltss in consequence, and cach village would require drainage of its own. 
Here is little or no money that can be spared for such a purpose. Dr. Wright, in his 
sanitary report for 1868, has put on record:—* ‘Che general condition of the place is nob so 
satisfactory as might be desired ; but on the other hand itis very mach better than that of any 
other places.” Bhaugulpore is not a compact city, has no crowded aid regularly built bazaars ; 
but is, on thé other hand, a conglomeration of many villages within a certain boundary. It 
is eprend over an enormous area, and the population, as compared with the area, is ecanty ; 
while the people are almost uniformly poor, and the rateable property in the possession of 
each is exceedingly small. From these circumstances it follows that there must be a great 
extent of road kept up, and also thata large number of municipal police is required ; and in 
practice it is found that when these two expenses have becn met, the balance available for the 
general improvement of the town is extremely scanty 

18. Taking, thea, all these difficulties into consideration, I venture to say that much has 
really been done during the past. year in the right direction, and during the coming year much 
more will be dono us regards sanitary and conservancy arrangements, and a foundation laid for 
the more casy, lasting, and profitable repairs of many of the roads after the next cold weather,

L nave the honor to submit herewith the annual statement of actual income und expendi- 
ture of the municipal improvement fund for the year 1869-70, with an appendix showing the 
main differences observable between the budget estimate for the year submitted on the 6th 
Junuary 1869, and the results of the said year, 

2. Looking at gross results, it will be seen that the income of the year was under-esti- 
mated by nearly Rs. 3,000, and the expenditure by nearly Its. 1,100. Considering, however, 
the character of the income, this is not. at all surprising. 

3. A revision of the registers of demand of house assessment showed that they were 
considerably in excess of the collectable demand, and in reality the current collections on this 
account have been good. 

4. The arrear demand for 1SG#-6 was all cleared off by collection or remission by the 
end of the year ; Rs. 980 were found capable of remission, 3 

5, The demand for land assessment was alsu found to be shown at too high a figure in 
the registers, and was reduced on revision. The current collections have been good. There 
are still arrear balances, which, however, will probably have to be remitted. 

6. The cart-tax is the most unsatisfactory and troublesome clement of income. Large 
old balances exist on this head, which are at present under inquiry by the finance sub-committee. 
The current collections are very bad, Leing only Rs. 933 out of a demand by the register of 
Rs. 3,060. I have directed that the cart-owners concerned be promptly prosecatéd, as the only 
means of realizing the tax. 

7.° The current collections in other respects have been decidedly good as compared with 
former years, and for this I am indebted to the aid afforded by Mr, Cockburn, the district 
superintendent of police. 

8. Altogether, the financial condition of the municipality is healthy. Great exfense has 
been incurred and met on metalling nearly seven miles of road in the last four years, apdn ow 
little original road-work remains, and repairs of motalled roads and cutcha roads will chiefly 
require attention. ‘Lhe road through the main street of the city was metalled during the year, 
and three cross roads in the station, 

9. A sub-committee of roads and finance was appointed on the 10th July 1869, and they 
have proved very useful. They held fifteen meetings in the year. | 

0. Thirteen meetings of the full committee were called. 
11,, The Sowrah bridge still stands in fair condition. . 
12, The municipality completed an experimental census during the year under report, 
abont which much trouble was taken, but which I think gave incorrect results-owing to the 
passive opposition of the people,

I wave the honor to submit the administration report of the Monghyr Municipality for 
the year ending 81et March 1870. 

2. The statement of receipts and expenditure shows how the monies reccived have been 
expended, , 

3. The principal works undertaken by the commissioners during the year are ds follow :— 

A.—A sum of Rs, #,000 has been expended in repairing and constructing roads about 
the town and fort of Monghyr. A good deal of work still remains for completion during the 
current year. 

B.—Rs. 1,800 have been disbursed for improvement of drainage in vertain urgent cases of 
necessity. 

C.— The arrangement for lighting the roads in town and fort, and watering the streets in 
the principal bazaars, referred to in last year’s report, have been completed, and avorked satisfac~ 
torily. ‘ 

D.—Rs, 2,000 were contributed as a donation by the municipality in aid of fund for 
constructing a large tank within the fort. This work has been also completed, 

E,—An excellent and substantial cattle pound, with adjoining sheds to keep water-carts, 
&e., in, has been constructed. 

4, The market-place, referred to in the last: report as being about to be constructed at 
the private expense of Baboo Rampershad Dass, one of the commissioners, has been erected 
and made over in perpetuity to the municipality, The market has been opened and is likely 
tobe u evecess ; xo much so that certain small extensions connected therewith have already been 
approved and undertaken by the municipality. 

5. Two public privies erected last year have beon at work during the year. They are 
sufficiently successful to show that the natives have no bjection to the introduction of the 
system ; but provicion on a large scale fur the whole town yet. remains to be afforded. This, 
together with the important question regarding general drainage of the town, will probably 
now be entered upon under the stimulus of the Government ordere circulated lately with the 
sanitary commissioncr’s report. 

6. ‘Pho health of the town has been good during the year. 

7. Ihave-had no fault to find with regard to the ultendance of municipal commissioners 
at meetings during the time I bave been here,

17. The arrears of the year under consideration are small, and afe due solely (as last 
year) on fecount of empty houses the owners of which do not reside within the municipal 
Jurisdiction, To recover this amount measures are being taken. - A small, am@unt of the 
arrears of 1868-69 yet await realization, to recover which suits were instituted in the civil 
court and decrees obtained. 

18. The remissions during the year have ron unusually small, considering the shfavor- 
able year that has passed. Remiesions were made for the following causes to these amounts 
ruined houses, Rs, 112-16-3; poverty of owners, &., Rs. 46-15-6; Vacant Ra 221-7.6;
